“Of all the innovations that have taken jdaee of 
ree<*nt years on tin* turf,” writes an English hors** 
mail in Hally’s .Muguzim*. **uot one strikes an *»l*l 
Muger like myself MO much as th«* style of riding 
n<»w adopted l»y the J<K*k<*ys. Not only Is th** cron.*li 
Ing scat nn>st unpleasing to the eye — one celel»rate*l 
amateur h«*rs<*niau g(M*s so far as to rlinract**rize It 
as iMisItlvely in«l(*e<*nt — but very f»*w of the j*n*k>*ys 
H**em to liave mast**r**d Its «littb*ulties, with tin* 
uatural cuiiaeqiieiice that bwervitig aud boring, not 



to mention accidents, are of far more frequent oc- 
currence than formerly. 

”For4lliam. John Osborne, Wells, Tom French, Fre*l 
Webb. Ciistan(*e. Tom Challotier and Charles Wood 
were all naiins to conjure with iu the past, but for 
elegance of style aiul |>erfection of seat and bauds 
cummcinl me to Tiuii Cannon; while for dash anil 
nerve In getting out of u difficulty Fred Archer had 
no suiierior. Few. for 'Instance, who witnessed it 
will ever forget his riding of Jannette in th(* St. 
Leger of 1S7N, when, apiiarontly hoiielessly shut in. 
he took advantage of a momentary opening to dash 
through and win. Fred Webb, who was Archer’s 
gn*at rival latterly, always declared that the latter 
ii<*t only wanted to first but s(*cond as well. 

“The only time I ever saw a horse fairly get the 
upiK*r hami of Archer was iu a selling race at New'- 
niarket once, when a two-ycar-(dd belonging to ilu* 
Duke of Heaufort fairly bolted with him ami ran to 
the toil of the town before he could be piille*! up. 
So easily did be win that there was a rare conijMqi- 
tion for him when put up for auction: but strange 
to say. the colt never did any gCMsl afterwanl. 

‘•Newmarket after all is the place to see racing 
at its best, and enjoyable as it always is on a line 
day. it was never m*>re so, in the view of the old 
turfman, than in its more primitive state before 
iiKMleru improvements set in, when a hack was a 
iM'cessity, and if one wanted a glass of sherry you 
were dependent on a friend with u drag or a dog 
cart, as tlie case might be. 

“At that peri*jd there were many more picturesque 
tigim*8 on the turf than at the present time, wiieii 
overylMKly dresses more or less alike, and uowher** 
did one S(*e them to greater perf(?ctioii than at New- 
market. Tin* massive figure in dust-colored frock 
coat and high ja«*k Inxitik with an autiquat(*d drab 
(*olor**d hat on his liead.^who jogs past iu aniiiiat<*d 
converse with his obi friend iVter I’rlce, is easily 
r*‘cognizabU* as Edmumi Tattiu’sall. 

‘‘Lady Astley, perfectly habited ns usual, com*'s 
along just iu time to i»ick ui» lior ‘.Mate’ as In* 
mounts the old gray lior.s**, his faithful coiiirad** of 
th** Crimea, who is iu waiting for him outside tin* 
r(.*oms.”
